‘"t is one thing to con- 
demn land for public use,” 
said Briggs, ‘It is another 
to condemin it for lowcost 
housing in communities

The average property 
tax rate in San Bernar- 
dino County in the 1967-8 
year was $6.97 per $100 
of assessed value, a drop 
of ll cents, the State 
Board of Equalization re- 
ported recently, 

“The statewide aver- 
age roae only six cents 
above the fiscal 1967 year 
to $8.90, a sharp siacken- 
ing from the 15-30 
cent hikes in recent 
years,”” Chairman Ri- 
chard Nevins said, 

Although total levies 
from the property tax 
reached a record $4,1 bil- 
lion in California in the 
past fiscal year, higher 
asscsaments and new lo-~ 
cal government revenues 
slowed the tax rate in- 
crease, 

“An additional $223 
million in achool aid from 
the state, $30 million in 
cigarette taxes, and $36 
million more in sales 
taxes helped local govern- 
ment in holding down tax 
rates, Nevins, who 
re presents Southern Cali- 
fornia, said, 

On @ person basis, the 
property tax burden rose 
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on the average from $194 
to $208, This compared 
to the per capita gain in 
San Bernardino County 
from $183.06 to $188.92, 

Statewide, cities 
claimed 12 cents from 
each property tax dollar, 
counties 29 cents, the 
schools 53 cents, and spe- 
cial diatrict# six cents -- 
all unchanged from the 

1966-7 year, 

In Lon Angeles 
County, 7 cents went to 
the cities, 25 cents to 
the county, 59 cents to 
the achools, and 9 cents 
to special districts, 

The state provided 
schools with $1.27 billion 
in the last fiscal year, an 
increase of $223 million, 

In each of the last two 
years, total assessed 
value of taxable property 


increased about $4 billion, 


But the average tax rate

CLAREMONT - Do 
gifted college students 
complete their educations 
more frequently than av~- 
erage students? 

How is the curiosity 
motive of the gifted built 
into daily activities? What 
environment proves most 
productive in full utiliza- 
tion of the gifted person’s 
abilities? 

These are a few of the 
questions Lois Langland, 
Professor of Psychology 
at Scripps College, hopes 
to anewer as a pari of 
her summer research 
program funded by a grant 
from Scripps through 
Ford Foundation Funds. 

Miss Langland was 
Counseling Psycholigist 
and Associate Manager of 
the Student Counseling 
Center at the University 
of California at Los An- 
geles from 1957-65, Dur- 
ing that time, she was in- 
volved with the selection 
and counseling of the stu- 
dents chosen for the 
Gifted and Honors Pro - 
grams at UCLA. 

“Entrance require 
ments at UCLA are such 
that the top i2 1/2% of 
the applying high school 
graduates are granted ad- 
mission, The Gifted Pro- 
gram involved students in 
the top 5% of the enter- 
ing Class, she said. 

They were selected on 
the basis of acacemic 
achievement, After their 
selection, we gave them 
other tests to study per- 
sonality style, interests, 
aptitude and values, Then, 
if students wished, they 
were given counseling.

A well placed dDoat is just

Most anglers are reasonably 
adept at handling their rigs 
while trolling and casting. 
And hooking and netting or-

However, things change 
quickly when the once-in« 
lifetime lunker comes along 
Everyone focuses attention 
on the battle. and tends to 
forget that the boat can be

Some guides run their mo 
tors during the entire battl 
to help the fisherman hold 
the fish out in unobstructed 
water and to turn with the 
fish.
